In the regiment he was certainly not 
a favorite with the officers, but he al­ 
ways managed to get along very well 
with his fellow soldiers, f< r he was so 
lively and had such a fund of ready wit. 
He had scarcely had any education, as 
he was apprenticed at a very early age, 
but he had read a great deal—every­ 
thing, in fact, that he had been able to 
get hold of— novels, newspapers, books 
of travel and adventure, all 
kinds and

He was wondt i fully clever, too, at 
im itating people and animals, and he 
had baptized everything and every one 
on bpard with the drollest of names of 
hisy own 
invention, so that even the 
oljicer leaning ovt i the bridge during 
the w atch would often roar with laugh­ 
ter at the absurd nonsense going on 
down below. 
For six months the Parisian had been 
incorporated in one of the companies of a 
marching regiment, and there had been 
some hard lighting several times, but 
so far, as he himself said, “ he had kept 
his skin who le,” and, what was more 
extrao rdinary, he had escaped all fevers 
and illness of every kind. 
He was just 
as lively as when in France, and many 
a time his gayety had put, new courage 
into some of the younger soldiers. 
His superiors appreciated his bravery 
and sang frcid when under fire and the 
happy way he had of making the best 
of all kinds of privations and fatigue. 
“ H e’s a fine so ldier,” remarked his 
lieutenant one day to the captain, but 
the latter, who had noticed his tenden­ 
cy to insubordination, answered:

The 
character who is watching the result' 
keeps on calling out that such and sneh 
i monstrosity “ has newly come up. " 
This was thought a brilliant piece of 
satire at the time, and yet now half the 
condemned words are admitted by ail 
readers and writers. In truth, tin re can 
be no ceii'Oishij m literature. Theo uly 
possible plan i- to give every word u- 
•iiance and allow the fittest to survive. 
It was in this sense that Dryden de 
Hared that he propost d new words, 
and if the public approved “ the bill 
passed” and the word became law. 
In­ 
stead of a w riter being on tin* lookout 
♦ o thro ttle and destroy any and every 
new word or phrase that may be sug­ 
gested, it ought to be his business to en­ 
courage all true and fitting dt velop* 
nients < f his native tongue. Dryden, in 
(lie admirable passage from which we 
have quoted already, uses the memo 
ruble phrase, “ I trade both with tin* liv­ 
ing and the dead for the enrichment of 
our to ngue.” — London Spectator.
